Benton City Council reinstated a 
former police sergeant Tuesday 
night, suspended the police chief 
who had dismissed him and 
called for an Investigation of 
the police department and cir- 
cumstances 
surrounding 
the 


sergeant's dismissal, 


The action followed a hearing 


requested by John Cook, who 
was dismissed by Police Chief 
Jim 
iMr.C Unlock Sept. 28, five 


days after he had taken pirt 
in the seizure of a trailer van 
loaded with some $50,000 worth 
of gambling equipment. 


The council voted G-4 to rein- 


state Cook and former Patrol- 
man Al Brumbelow, who also 
took part in the seizure and who 
resigned Sept. 29 in protest of 
Cook's dismissal. 


Mayor Noel H. Butler Jr. said 


he would ask for an immediate 
Investigation by the Saline Coun- 
ty Grand Jury. 


Cook, who contended that Mc- 


Clintock had fired him without 
giving cause, testified during 
the hearing that he hadn't noti- 
fied McClintock before the trail- 
er was seized because, "I think 
if he'd been notified, the trailer 
wouldn't have been there." 


The trailer was parked near a 


watchman's shack at the Belve- 
dere Sand and Gravel Co., here. 
Each of the slot machines, dice 
tables and other gaming devices 
was labeled with the aime of a 
private club in Hot Springs. 
Thirteen clubs were represent- 
ed. Officers theorized that the 
equipment was taken out of Hot 
Springs after State Police raids 
on several clubs there.

Candidates ran with* 
out party designation, the tradi- 
tion In local elections here. The 
early October election date was 
set to allow time for a runoff, if 
one is necessary, and for setting 
up a new mayor-council gov- 
ermment, approved by the vot- 
ers last year. 


The six white candidates 


ranged against Willis were the 
present mayor, a past mayor, 
the sheriff, two members of the 
city commission and a woman 
airport operator. 


Many observers believed Wil- 


lis would get substantial white 
support, but might not be able 
to count on all the Negro votes. 
He would have to draw a Negro 
bloc vote, plus white support, to 
gain victory today or even a 
spot in a runoff. 


In the final week before elec- 


tion Mayor William B. Ingram 
Jr., 
and City Commissioner 


Hunter Lane Jr., both of whom 
have had substantial Negro sup- 
port in the past, increased their 
wooing of these voters.

lated island called jsans Suci, 
French for "withoutcare." 


When Mrs. Thorne and her 


husband, 
a 
well-to-do 
tool- 


and-die 
company 
executive, 


were 
located 
in 1965 Mrs. 


Thorne said she brought the boy 
to Miami and left him "because 
we love him" and because he 
had been a burden. 


By court order, Ricky was put 


in a county home and finally 
taken into a school for the re- 
tarded. His parents were not 
charged with child neglect be- 
cause Ricky's mother agreed to 
submit to psychiatric treatment 
in Detroit 
and because they 


agreed to pay for costs of treat- 
ment. 


For a time Ricky did well at 


the school, learning to write his 
name and utter the sound of 
"S" on command. 


Then he became hostile and 


began assaulting other children 
and attendants. 


The Thornes were told their 


son would have to be returned 
to his family. 


The Thornes replied, "We

Basic Reason 
tor the War 
Is Defense

WASHINGTON (AP) - In his 


explanation to the nation about 
the war in Vietnam President 
Johnson put great emphasis on 
one point which for a while did 
not get much attention. 


This was It: the basic reason 


for 
American involvement in 


the war is defense of this coun- 
try's national security or, put 
more simply, to stiffarm com- 
munism so it can't eventually 
endanger the United States it- 
self. 


Most of the arguments so far 


have skipped over this key ques- 
tion about American involve- 
ment and, instead, have taken 
several different directions such 
as these: that American bomb- 
ing should be intensified, slowed 
down, or stopped. 


"But," Johnson said in his 


talk last Friday night, "the key 
to all we have done is our own 
security." And he quoted for- 
mer President Dwight D. Elsen- 
hower as saying the loss of 
South 
Vietnam 
"would have 


great consequences for us." 


Johnson settled nothing, as 


the Senate showed when it ex- 
ploded in long debate Tuesday. 
Much of it was along the same 
old lines on bombing, but John- 
son's point got some attention 
without changing his critics' 
minds. 


First Sen. Everett M. Dirksen 


of Illinois, Republican leader of 
the Senate and an unwavering 
defender of Johnson's policies, 
in 
a dramatic, arm-waving 


speech, told the Senate defense 
of South Vietnam is essential to 
American security. 


If Vietnam falls, he said, the 


shadow 
of 
communism 
will 


hang over all Asia and "then 
the whole Pacific coastline of 
the United States is exposed." 


Up jumped Sen. J. W. Ful- 


bright of Arkansas, a Democrat 
and one of Johnson's most con- 
stant critics. "I don't agree at 
all," 
Fulbright said. Thesecuri- 


ty of this country, he said, lies 
at home and elsewhere. 


And he argued that continuing 


the war will weaken the United 
States at home and lessen its 
ability to defend its own securi- 


DEL MAR, Calif. (Ap) - the

give Johnson the go-ahead. 


The Senate broke up Tuesday 


into the usual squad-scuffle in 
which it debated bombing and, 
as usual, got into an argument 
on various reservations about

changed Johnson's mind.

Tuesday, November 7, as the date 
for the city-wide vote on a pro- 
posed $765,000 street Improve- 
ment program. 


The directors 
unanimously 


passed ordinance No. 839 which 
calls for the financing of the pro- 
gram through Issurance of gen- 
eral 
obligation bonds in the 


amount 
of 
$539,000; 
motor 


vehicle bonds in the amount of 
$129,000; and parking revenue 
bonds In the amount of $97,000. 


All three issues will appear 


separately on the November 7 
ballot. 


The bonds will be supported 


additionally by a pledge of sur- 
plus water and electric re venues. 
Based on present assessments 
and revenues, the program is de- 
signed to be paid out In 14 years 
or less. No federal aid is tied 
to the program. 


The general obligation bonds 


will be secured by a levy of five 
mills on the dollar of taxable 
property; the motor vehicle bonds 
by a tax of $5.00 per year per 
vehicle; and the parking meter 
revenue bonds from net revenues 
of parking meter money. 


City officials said that if the 


vote Is favorable November 7, 
the 
actual 
construction work 


could get underway In the spring 
of 19G8 and would extend over 
a two-year period. 


The program Ls designed to 


construct a paved artery sys- 
tem on heavily traveled streets 
from north to south, east and 
west through the city, and would 
include the widening of streets, 
new paving, new curb and gut- 
ter, adequate storm sewers and 
lighting system. 


The bonds would be callable 


before maturity and as quickly 
as they are retired, the tax would 
end.

Police said the men, all wear- 


ing cloth masks and gloves, en-

the 
33-room 
mansion 


through a back door at 12:15 
a.m. 


"They tied us up and threat- 


ened us as I guess all robbers 
do," Du Pont said. "But they 
didn't treat us roughly." 


Du Pont, 31, said the family- 


was upstairs when the men en- 
tered the house. "They woke us, 
tied us and started ransacking 
the house," he said. "I think 
they were basically after cash." 


Capt. C. O. Huttoe, head of 


the police department's robbery 
detail, 
said the bandits used 


neckties to bind Du Pont, his 
wife, 
Miren, 29, and their 4- 


year-old son, Victor. 


The three were herded 
Into 


a bedroom along with the but- 


ler, Hans Hein, 55, and his wife, 
Rose, 50. 


Du Pont said the robbers de- 


manded the coin collection after 
they found 1,000 silver dollars 
in his safe, which he said he 
opened after being threatened. 


"They figured I was a coin 


collector, I guess," he said. 


In addition to the coin collec- 


tion and the silver dollars, he 
said the robbers took five wat- 
ches worth $5,000, some of Mrs. 
Du Pont's jewelry and an un- 
determined amount of cash. 


After 
ransacking the house 


for two hours Du Pont said the 
men drove off in his 1967 Cadil- 
lac. He said the butler worked 
his hands free 20 minutes later 
ami called police. 


Du Pon found a $10,000 bill 


on the floor after the thieves 
fled 
and 
surmised 
they had 


either dropped it accidentally or 
discarded it on the theory it 
would be too hard to cash. 


Huttoe said Du Pont told him 


the men were polite and used 
no excessive force although they 
did use "bad grammar." 


During their stay in the house, 


Du Pont said the bandits helped 
themselves to a roast in the 
refrigerator and to a few bot- 
tles of soft drinks.

dits told him, "This is my first 
day on the job."

Ford dealer in Atlanta, Ga.

An Associated Press check of 


Ford dealers In several major 
cities showed some also were 
closing showrooms and beefing 
up their efforts In the used car 
field. 


Dealers whose Fords aren't 


selling fast said fewer custom- 
ers come In because they think 
all Ford dealers already are out 
of cars, 


On the basis of the checks In 


Atlanta, Los Angeles, Dallas, 
New York, Kansas City and De- 
troit, the average Ford dealer 
has enough cars on hand to last 
25 days. This includes some 
left-over 19G7 models. 


But some dealers say they 


have only a one-week supply, 
others say their inventory will 
last up to two months, at cur- 
rent selling rates.

that Ford dealers are not push-

The strike by 160,000 UAW
